Mrs.  Kaiser  Tells 
Assembly  About 
European  Crisis 

“Hitler  WiliTose  This  War 
Unless  He  Gets  Into 
Africa.” 

.  "Hitler  will  lose  this  war  unless  he 
gets  into  Africa”  is  the  prediction  of 
Mrs.  Margaret  H.  Kaiser  who  spoke 
at  a  special  assembly,  Monday  at 
11:00  o’clock,  on  "Economics  in  War- 
tom  Europe.”  Mrs.  Kaiser  is  a  for¬ 
mer  citizen  of  Germany  who  now  is 
a  candidate  for  citizenship  in  the 
Uhlted  Qtates,  She  came  to  the  Col¬ 
lege  from  the  International  Rela¬ 
tions  Bureau  to  speak  at  the  Inter¬ 
national  Fellowship  Banquet  Mon¬ 
day  evening. 

Prominent  In  Germany 
Mrs:  Raiser,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Berlin  with  a  major 
in  economics,  a  former  member  of 
the  German  Governmental  Research 
Committee,  and  a  former  leader  of 
the  German  Woman’s  movement, 
spoke  from  her  own  experience,  her 
observations,  and  the  results  of  her 
study  when  she  made  her  prediction. 

Nowhere  in  oil  Europe  are  there 
ndtural  resources  to  support  a  self 
sufficient  nation.  Africa  has  those 
resources. as  has  a  part  of  Asia.  This 
has  forced  the  Mediterranean  to  be¬ 
come  the  center. of.  activity  and 
■Africa- to.  become  the  battlefield  of 
the  War,'  said  the  speaker.  “Unless 
Hitler  really  gets  the  African  i;e- 
sources  and  land  for  colonization  he 
has  lost  the  war,"  Mrs.  Kaiser  said. 

Because  of  this  necessity,  there  is 
a  very  good  chance  that  Hitler  may 
be;  defeated  through  the  military 
weakness,  of  Italy,  Mrs.  Kaiser  be- 
Ijeyes..  Because  of .  Italy's  military 
weakness  there  is  a.  possibility  that 
khe  might  be'  thoroughly  defeated. 
Her -defeat  would  form  a  most  for¬ 
midable  barrier ;  between.  Hitler  and 
hia  African  objectives  and  ultimately 
lead,  to  his  defeat.  "The  question  is,” 
said  the"  speaker  "Why  does  not 
Britain  strike  at  Italy  more  effect¬ 
ively?”  :j<  1  ’ 

'  '  KUtler  is  extremely  active  in  North 
Africa,  Arabia,  and  Jerusalem  with 
his  propaganda  machine.  According 
to  Mrs.  Kaiser,  he  is  making  an  ef¬ 
fort  (to  i.cpnvinCe  the  people  of 
Arabia  '  '  and1  ";i Jerusalem  that  -  the 
flower  of  the  Mediterranean  civil¬ 
ization' has  come  from  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  Catholicism  and  Moham- 
medlsm,  two  forces  that  throughout 
I  history  have  been  incompatible,  in 
an  attempt  to  unite  them  now. 

France  Must  Reorganize 
.  France  still  holds  the  key  to  the 
situation,  according  to  the  speaker. 
.Within  France  now  is  the  powerful 
French  People’s  party  led  by  a  | 
person  who  definitely  admires  | 
General  Franco’s  system  in  Spain 
and  is  building  his  party  to  be  com¬ 
parable  with  Hitler's  Nazi  party  be¬ 
fore  Hitler  actually  came  into 
power.

Miss  DeLuce  Attends  Art 
Meeting  in  New  Jersey 
This  Week. 

Miss  Olive  S.  DeLuce,  chairman  of 
the  Fine  Arts  department  in  the 
College,  left  Wednesday,  February 
19,  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the.  De¬ 
partment  of  Art  Education  of  the 
National  Education  Association, 
Which  is  to  be  held  In  Atlantic  City, 
New  Jersey.-  , 

The  Department  of  Art  Education, 
of  which  Miss  DeLuce  Is  president, 
is  the  result  of  a  movement  extend¬ 
ing.  over  many  years  and  partici¬ 
pated,  in  by  the  leading  art  educa¬ 
tors  of  the  country.  It  culminated  in 
1933,  under  the  leadership  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  Wells  Robertson  of  Chicago, 
in  the  acceptance  of  the  group  as 
the  Department  of  Art  Education  of 
the  National  Education  Association 
of  the  United  States.  Miss  Robert¬ 
son  was  a  speaker  ,  at  the  Teachers 
Meeting  here  in  1939, 

Membership  In  the  Art  Division  is 
open  to  all  levels  of  art  Instruction 
of  elementary  school  through  uni¬ 
versity,  including  staffs  of  museums 
and  of  professional  and  technical 
schools,  both  public  and  private. 

The  program  for  the  Art  Educa¬ 
tion  meeting  includes  seven  sessions, 
committee  meetings,  and  a  banquet 
at  which  Miss  DeLuce  will  preside 
and  present  distinguished  guests  and 
representatives  of  art  associations.  1 
Joint  sessions  will  be  held  with 
the  National  Society  for  the  Study 
pf  Education,  the  American  Educa¬ 
tional  Research  Association,  and  the 
Department  of  Secondary  Teachers 
of  the  National  Education  Associa¬ 
tion. 

General  themes  for  the  various 
sessions  are  ‘The  psychological  and 
Soojal  Significance  of  Art,”  "Prob¬ 
lems  of  Researoh  In  Art,"  and  “Art 
Resources  of  the  Americas.’’ 

A  Special  exhibit  of  examples  of 
defense  work  in  art  will  be  on  dis¬ 
play  in  the  Hotel  Chelsea  where  the

Trie  third  'in  ‘this  Year’s  series  rttf 
February  Teotiires  was  presented 
Shnday  afternoon  by  Dr.  Harry  G. 
Dildine  of  the  College  faculty  who 
Chose  ‘  as  his  subject,  "The  ‘Persist¬ 
ence  Of  'Bhlhto  lh  the  ‘Modern 
World."  Said  'Dr.  Lildirie, '  ih  ex¬ 
plaining  that  he  'WiChed  to  show 
ii’o\v  'religion  is  related  Ho  'and  'in¬ 
fluences  affairs  in  the  'Far  'East, 
“Five  visits  to  ‘Japan  and  rilhCteen 
years  ‘in  Crilria,  ‘her  ■  near-by  cbn- 
tiriehtal  rielghbor,  have  furnished 
one  with  'a  ;,gr6iirid\vbrk  of  -per- 
ihnriCht ;  interest  'ih  'What  haj>l>ens  in 
that  quarter'bf ‘the  SioBe.” 

To  the  ’Uiiited  States  Dr.  ’Dlidirie 
gave  the  erfehit  for  ihitiatirig  the 
development  of  Japan  which  has 
brought  her  to  her  'present  stand¬ 
ing  in  world  riffatrs.  To  ‘quote:  "if 
-President  Pierce  rind  his  advisors 
cbuld  ‘hate  ’khowh  th  i'853  drib  1854 
what  the  wbrld  kribws  now  ‘about 
the  keenness  and  vigor  of  the  Jap- 
anese  people,  one  miglit  Weil  believe 
they  would  hot  'have  ordered  Com¬ 
modore  Perry  to  take  aggressive  and 
insiitbiit  '  actlbn  initiating  the  'thor¬ 
ough  and  significant  modernization 
which  th’dt  nation  'has  'jhdde.  ... 
With  the  'ihilitariit  in  cbihpJet'e 
doinindhCe  at'Kbriie,  ‘hUtibnai ‘parties 
are  being  'dlsbaridCh,  prices. dre’beirig 
controlled,  the  Cabinet  is  Keing'mdde 
intotvhat  ahiouhts  to  h  directorate 
with  ‘the  conCtitutibn  'of  1889  yery 
aerioiisiy  lihpaired  'ih  'its  biitHorfty, 
if  not  effectively  sCt  aside.  A  Stal¬ 
wart  fascism  is  'coming  into  being 
in  the  Island  !Erhpire!” 

Dr.  Dildine  emphasized  the  fact 
that  the  Japanese  government  Is 
making  a  move  to  obtain  from  all 
religious  bodies  a  more  direct  and 
unqualified  stipport,  to  the  state. 
The  government  insists  that  ail  re¬ 
ligions  must  "sb  federate,  affiliate, 
or  unify  their  brganiia't'ibns  ‘that 
there  shall  be  only  'three  separate 
constituencies  with  which  -the  gov¬ 
ernment  has  to  deal:  Shintoists, 
Buddhists,  and  Christians."  Each 
must  form  a  unitary  organization. 
Furthermore,  'their  constitutions  arid 
general  plans  must  be  in  a  'form 
agreeable  t6  state  authorities;  the 
staff  members  must  be  da^anese, 
arid  must  giy’e  ricjxrfe  real  evidence 
of  loyalty  to  ’die 'government. 

Shintb,  the  religion  -'of  spirit  doc¬ 
trine  and  of  worship  of  th'fe  sun  god¬ 
dess,  Amaterasu  Omlkame,  might 
Well  be  called,  arid  has  often  been 
called,  Dr.  Dildlhe  said,  the  religion 
of  the  Japanese  . nation,  ‘6r  the 
national  faith  o'f  iapah.  feverywhere 
in  Japan  one  finds  shflnes  for  the 
warship  of  the  sun  goddess  who,  it 
Is  said,  bnco  appeared  among  men 
as  ^ri  actual  human  being  of  un¬ 
usually  lofty  character  who  con¬ 
ferred  great  blessings  on  ’the  people 
over  whom  she  ruled.  To  these 
shrines  go  millions  of  Japanese 
people,  to  do  homage  to  the  groat 
goddess  who  founded  the  Japanese 
stato  by  her  express  commands: 
The  state  since,  that  time  has  been

ruled  bri  the  principle  of  divine  lih- 
hprial  sovereignty.  "  ‘! 

Today,  according  to  the  speaker, 
Shinto  continues  -to  hold  a  most 
prorialhent  place  in  the  national'll 
system  of  education.  From  the  f>ri- 
mary  schools  bn  up  through  the 
middle  schools,  books  fostering  and' 
promoting  Shinto  are  used.  Dr.  Hoi,-, 
tom,  who  publishes  translations  of'  1 
portions  of  certain  of  these'  texts, 
says,  "We  have  before  us  the  evi-  ., 
dence  of  an  officially  inspired  Shin-  ,-, 
to  propaganda  in  the -public  schools,  ,j 
of  modem  Japan.  In -its  scope  it  is,  , 
as  extensive  as  the  school  system  ( 
of  the  entire  empire.  In  'content  it 
goes  so  far  as  to'make  use  of  prayers  , 
to  trie  spirits  of  ancestors  regarded  r> 
as  superhuman  beings”.

It  works  for 
nationalistic  fervor  and  is  the  em¬ 
bodiment  of  the  spirit  of  patriotism. 
Through  it,  the  people  believe  "that 


toleration  supports  the  hope  that  the 
church  has  earned  its  place. 

Shinto  aids  the  state,  and  the 
state  must  conquer  in  order  to  keep 
Shinto  alive,  for  it  has  become,  we 
might  says  it  has  always  been,  a 
national  religion,  the  speaker  said. 
To  quote  the  closi  -j;  paragraphs  of 
Dr.  Dildine’s  lecture:  “For "the  state 
— for  its  programs  of  nationalism  in 
a  world  of  intensely  nationalistic 
states,  and  for  its  programs  of 
imperialism  in  an  era  of  violently 
clashing  imperialisms — Shinto  is,  as 
so  many  Japanese  spokesmen  de¬ 
clare  it  to  be,  a  unique  force  in  its 
inspiration  for  political  leaders  and 
an  appeal  without  parallel  for  the 
building  of  an  utterly  sacrificial 
courage  on  the  part  of  the  soldier 
under  arms. 

“For  the  simpler  minds,  at  least, 
there  is  a  concreteness  and  a  per¬ 
sonalizing  of  loyalties  in  Shinto 
which  is  not  matched  by  situations 
in  which  democratic  elections  and 
generalized  declarations  of  the 
rights  of  men  are  the  focal  points 
of  mass  enthusiasm.  Buddhism  has 
been  naturalized  but  has  not  been 
nationalized  either  in  Japan  or 
elsewhere.  Christianity  is  being 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  Japan¬ 
ese  mind.  But  Christianity  is,  and 
must '  remain,  universal  --or  finally 
lose  its  own  soul.  As  long  as  Japan 
can  keep  Shinto  alive,  she  has  what 
it  takes  to  endue  her  soldiers  with 
qualities  requisite  to  most  exacting 
disciplines  and  to  supreme  effort.”

on  his  new  work:  "After  having 
established  the  principle  it  was 
necessary  to  put  it  into  practice.  The 


last  of  August,  after  a  trip  to  Lyon, 
I  went  to  the  department  of  Dor¬ 
dogne  to  organize  the  first  com¬ 
panies.  After  an  enormous  amount 
of  work,  fatiguing,  but  useful  and 
attractive,  I  opened  the  first  ship¬ 
building  yard  of  Beautien.” 

Reporters  laid  hold  the  young 
man’s  work,  took  pictures  of  it, 
wrote  articles  about  it,  and  he  was 
asked  to  speak  on  the  radio.  He  was 
called  to  the  secretaryship  of  the 
Field  Marshal,  mentioned  in  the 
dispatches,  and  named  to  Marshal 
Petaln’s  guard  of  honor — as  he  says, 
“In  brief,  all  the  honors  that  one 
can  bestow  on  another — so  I  have 
known  giory  and  boredom,  for  peace 
and  calm — the  real  words  which 
alone  give  happiness— all  that'  was 
.over. 

“I  no  longer  knew  anything  but 
visits  from  prefects,  rectors  of  uni¬ 
versities,  delegations  of  the  minis¬ 
tries  or  from  national  relief,  in¬ 
spector  of  the  academy,  and  the 
rest.” 

In  conclusion,  he  writes,  “So  I 
have  had  enough.  Several  days  ago 
I  withdrew  to  a  chateau,  where  I  am 
taking  a  little  rest.  This  permits  me 
to  think  of  my  old  friends  and  to 
write  them  that  I  haven’t  forgotten 
them. 

“I  do  not  know  yet  what  I  am  go¬ 
ing  to  do,  I  want  a  trip  to  Azur 
Coast  Nice,  grasse  Monaco,  and 
then  I  intend  to  go  somewhere  to  a 
colony. 

“During  this  time  I  haven’t  re¬ 
ceived  any  news  from  my  family, 
prisoners  in  Alsace.  My  brother, 
taken  prisoner  near  Saint  Nazaire 
managed  to  escape.  He  is  actually 
near  me  and  is  following  the  course 
of  study  in  a  school  of  leaders  for 
the  Comrades  of  France.

In  closing,  Dr,  Dildine  stated  that 
he  believed  that  Shinto  will  sur¬ 
vive  in  Japan  If  It  continues  to 
change  Its  terminology  as  conditions 
demand  it  do  so.
